MEMORANDIM TO USERS OF MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATION’ NO. 189, 
"Synovsis of Federal Plant Quarantines Affecting Interstate Ship- 
ments in effect January 1, 1934" 


Owing to recent revisions of Quarcntine regulations relating to the 
gyosy moth and the vin’ bollworm of cotton, and because of the establishment 
or discontinuance of certain vost offices, the changes listed below need 
to be inserted in the aboveenamed vublication to bring it up to date. 


QUARANTINE WO. 45 


The regulations of the gynsy moth quarantine were revised effective 
October 2. Plesse insert the following changes in Miscellaneous Publica- 
tion No. 189: 


Line 7 — Change the effective date of the revision from June l, 
1931, to October 2, 1934. 


In the paragraph entitled "Sestricted articles" insert "and empty 
cable reels" in subsection (c) following "lumber." 


Under the heading "Restrictions" insert the introdvctory vhrase, 
"Except as provided in varsazravh (5) hereof," immediately vreceding "No 
restricted articles" in paragraoh (1) and also immediately preceding 
"No deciduous trees" in varagraoh (3). 


lmder the side heading "(2) Christmas trees and evergreen boughs" 
insert in line 6 after "infested area" the following: "(unless grom 
as nursery ma in a cultivated nursery’ and certified under the vro- 

visions of Reg. 6.)"
